It is rurther pro­ 
vided that, “while this address is to 
be delivered Deoember 7, 1915, some 
contingency may arise to prevent its 
delivery on that date, 
and extreme

A newspaper would as soon think 
of wrecking its own plant as it would 
of violating such a trust. It is all the 
more worth while to call attention to 
oondiUons because there wee a time,

income and a change so that the tax 
shall not be withheld at the source, 
were among Mr. McAdoo's other sug­ 
gestions. He made no estimate of the j 
number of persons who might be tax- J 
ed tt the amendments were adopted 
nor the amount that might be expect­ 
ed, but in connection with his request 
for a larger collection force he point­ 
ed out that examination of the past 
personal 
and 
corporation 
returns 
showed that 63 per cent of those In­ 
spected disclosed that additional tax 
was due the 
government. 
On 
the 
basis of the examinations, the Socre- | 
tary says that apparently more than 
4,600,000 in personal tax and more 
than $20.891,000 
in corporation
